THE  year  just  passed  has  been  one  of  unusual  encouragement  A 
spirit  of  enthusiasm  and  earnest  effort  pervaded  the  work  of  both 
students  and  Faculty.  We  look  forward  to  the  coming  year's  work  with 
^increased  confidence  in  our  ability  to  offer  more  inducements  to  students, 
and  accomplish  better  results  in  equiping  men  for  the  practice  of  our  pro- 
fession than  ever  before. 

The  conscientious  and  thorough  work  we  have  ever  endeavored  to 
perforpi  is  bearing  its  fruit  in  the  high  standing  taken  by  our  alumni.  To 
this  announcement  we  have  appended  a  list  of  our  graduates,  to  whom 
Deference  can  be  made  regarding  the  character  of  instruction  they  received 
at  this  institution. 

.  It  will  be  pur  aim  to  keep  abreast  with  the  most  enlightened  methods 
of  imparting  medical  instruction,  and  in  every  way  retain  the  confidence  so 
freely  extended  to  us  by  our  friends  in  the  profession.  For  several  years 
past  we  have  earnestly  recommended  a  three  years'  graded  course,  and 
would  now  make  the  ahnouhcement  that,  beginning  with  the  term  of  1892-3, 
■We  will  require  that  all  candidates  for  graduation  shall  have  attended  three 
full  courses  of  lectures. 

Columbus  is  centrally  located,  and  easily  accessible  from  every  direc- 
tion. It  has  considerably  above  one  hundred  thousand  inhabitants  and  is 
rapidly  increasing  in  population.  The  cost  of  living  is  moderate.  Chnical 
advantages  are  enhanced  by  the  location  of  five  large  State  institutions  in 
Our  midst.  Our  clinics  hold  tributary  a  large  population  in  Central  Ohio 
contiguous  to  the  city  Clinical  instructions  is  given  regularly  during  the 
term  at  Havvkes'  Hobpital,  and  at  the  Hospital  of  the  Ohio  Penitentiary. 

ANATOMY. 

In, the  Department  of  Osteology  our  mode  of  instruction  is  peculiar; 
and  our  large  Cabinet,  which  includes  twenty-five  skeletons,  supplies  the 
means  of  making  it  effective.  At  the  beginning  of  each  lecture  specimens 
are  distributed  in  the  class,  so  that  every  squad  of  three  or  four  students  is 
supplied  with  the  bone  under  discussion.  Every  student  is  thus  enabled  to 
familiarize  himself  with  the  points  of  each  bone  by  seeing  and  handling  it. 
The  Course  in  Osteology  consists  of  about  twenty-five  lectures.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  course,  about  seventy  lectures,  is  devoted  to  the  soft  parts, 
and  is  demonstrated  upon  the  cadaver. 
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PRACTICAL   ANATOMY. 


The  Dissecting  Room  will  not  be  opened  until  the  class  is  well  drilled 
in  Osteology,  It  possesses  rare  adaptation  to  its  purpose.  Every  table- 
will  be  supplied  with  thoroughly  injected  material.  This  preparation  is- 
indispensable  to  the  accuracy  which  we  require;  and  only  such  work  will 
be  accredited  by  the  Demonstrator,  or  accepted  by  the  Faculty.  In  this 
connection  it  is  proper  to  state  that  it  has  always  been  the  practice  of  the 
institution  to  require  three  full  dissections,  which  embrace  the  entire 
human  body.    Students  should  be  provided  with  a  good  dissector. 

CHEMISTRY. 

The  Course  in  Chemistry  will  consist  of  two  lectures  per  week.  Ii>. 
connection  with  which,  students  will  receive  practical  instruction  under  the- 
supervision  of  the  Demonstrator,  in  chemical  manipulations,  including  the- 
detection  of  poisons,  urinalysis,  and  such  other  work  as  the  practitioner 
may  be  called  upon  to  perform. 

Laboratory  work  is  indispensable  in  the  pursuit  of  this  branch  of  study». 
and  at  least  as  much  time  will  be  given  to  it  as  to  the  lectures. 

All  candidates  for  graduation  will  be  required  to  take  this  practical- 
course. 

PHYSIOLOGY. 

Lectures  on  Physiology,  while  embracing  the  discussion  of  the  advanced^ 
theories  of  the  science,  are  made  eminently  practical,  and  are  abundantly 
illustrated  by  drawings,  microscopic  exhibitions,  and  numerous  experiments- 
on  living  animals.  Three  lectures  and  a  quiz  will  be  given  each  week- 
throughout  the  term. 

The  Physiological  Anatomy  and  Physiology  of  the  Nervous  ^ystiem  wilt 
be  taught  from  a  practical  standpoint  and  in  direct  relation  to  nervoiis- 
diseases,  and  made  especially  interesting  and  instructive  by  vivisections,, 
blackboard  illustrations  and  clinical  lectures. 

MATERIA    MEDIC  A. 

Our  Cabinet  collection  in  Materia  Medica  is  large  and  well  selected.  It 
embraces  a  full  line  of  crude  drugs,  vegetable  alkaloids,  organic  and  inor- 
ganic salts,  resinoids,  extracts,  etc.  This  will  serve  to  familiarize  the  stu- 
dent with  the  physical  characteristics  of  drugs  as  they  reach  the  practitioner,, 
and  afford  ready  means  of  determining  their  purity  ihd  detecting  adultera-

Instructions  will  be  given  in  prescription  writing. 

The  principles  of  Electro-Therapeutics  are  also  elucidated. 

SURGERY. 

In  this  department  a  systematic  and  thorough  course  is  given,  consist- 
ing  of  four  or  five  didactic  lectures  per  week.  Surgical  proceedures  are 
taught,  as  far  as  possible,  by  demonstrations,  which  are  of  the  most  varied 
character.     Examinations,  written  and  oral,  cover  all  the  topics  taught. 

OBSTETRICS. 

In  the  Department  of  Obstetrics  the  teaching  will  be  practical.  The 
various  operations,  and  the  use  of  the  instruments,  will  be  illustrated,  and 
the  student  taught  to  perform  the  same  upon  the  manikin.  So  far  as  possi- 
ble, each  candidate  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  assist  or  conduct  a  case 
of  labor. 

DISEASES  OF  WOMEN  AND  CHILDREN. 

The  Department  of  Gynecology  will  be  thoroughly  taught,  both  in 
theory  and  practice,  and  all  instruments  and  other  appliances  required  in 
treating  the  diseases  of  females  will  be  presented,  and  students  will  be  in- 
structed in  the  use  of  the  speculum,  probe  and  digital  touch  as  aids  to  diag- 
nosis. 

Preliminary  lectures  will  be  given  on  Pathology,  the  peculiarities  of 
organization  and  function  incident  to  childhood,  and  the  diet  and  laws  of 
hygiene  of  that  period.  The  course  will  include  the  diseases  of  infancy  and 
childhood. 

THEORY  AND  PRACTICE  OF  MEDICINE. 

Four  hours  will  be  devoted  to  didactic  and  two  hours  to  clinical  instruc- 
tion, weekly,  by  the  Professor  of  Practice.  In  addition,  courses  are  given 
on  Physical  Diagnosis,  Medical  Jurisprudence,  Cutaneous  Diseases  and 
Hygiene,  by  the  respective  professors  of  these  departments. 

OPHTHALMOLOGY  AND  OTOLOGY. 

About  forty  didactic  and  clinical  lectures  are  delivered  on  these  sub- 
jects, especial  attention  being  given  to  the  diseases  of  the  more  superficial 
parts,  which  the  general  practitioner  must  be  able  to  recognize  and  treat ; 
and  to  the  relation  of  eye  and  ear  changes  to  general  diseases.  Rapid 
strides  have  been  made  in  these  branches  in  the  past  few  years,  and  they 
now  constitute  an  important  part  of  every  medical  curriculum.  The  facili- 
ties of  the  College  for  didactic  instruction  are  excellent,  and  the  advantages 
offered  by  the  Hawkes  Hospital  and  Ohio  Penitentiary  for  clinical  teaching^ 
are  unsurpassed.    The  free  quiz  will  be  continued. 
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RHINOLOGY  AND  LARYNGOLOGY. 

Lectures  on  these  topics  will  include  the  special  anatomy  and  pathol- 
ogy of  the  parts,  with  demonstration  of  the  practical  use  of  the  instruments 
applied  to  the  examination  and  treatment  of  the  nose  and  larynx. 

HISTOLOGY  AND    PATHOLOGY. 

A  laboratory  course  in  microscopic  work  is  provided  ;  and  the  College 
has  an  equipment  of  microscopes  of  modern  and  approved  construction  for 
the  use  of  students. 

Practical  'nstruction  is  given  in  the  technical  proceedures  of  section 
cutting,  staining  and  mounting. 

Lectures  are  also  given  upon  the  principles  underlying  this  most  im- 
portant department  of  medical  study. 

The  pursuit  of  this  practical  work  is  made  a  requirement  for  gradua- 
tion. 

AMONG   OUR   MEANS    OF   ILLUSTRATION    ARE 

A  Museum,  containing  an  extensive  list  of  wet  and  dry  preparations,  illus- 
trating almost  every  variety  of  surgical  disease;  \hQ  papier  mac  he  anatom- 
ical preparations  of  Ramme  and  Saldtmann,  of  Hamburg;  a  complete  set 
of  Prof.  Bock's  Anatomical  Models;  an  Osteological  Cabinet  of  twenty-five 
complete  human  skeletons;  an  oxy-hydrogen  lantern,  with  transparencies 
for  use  therewith. 

Microscopes  and  an  extensive  cabinet  of  microscopic  slides,  serve  to 
illustrate  normal  and  morbid  histology.

The  Saturday  morning  clinic,  in  the  College,  as  now  arranged,  brings 
to  it  a  large  proportion  of  the  commoner  surgical  diseases,  deformities  and 
accidents,  and  is  an  exceptionally  rich  field  for  the  study  of  these  cases  and 
the  manifold  treatment  and  dressings  applicable  to  each.  The  graver 
operations  are  performed  in  the  amphitheatre  of  the  Hawkes  Hospital.

This  insti:ution  was  founded  by  money  and  land  deeded  to  the  Colum- 
bus Medical  College  by  the  late  Dr.  W.  B.  Hawkes,  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  The  capacity  of  the  building  first  erected  has,  in  less  than  four 
years,  proved  inadequate,  and  an  additional  building  is  about  to  be  con- 
structed which  will  allow  of  more  than  double  the  number  of  beds.  At 
present  there  are  ample  accommodations  for  one  hundred  patients.  The 
equipments,  including  elevators,  furnishings,  fire  protection,  etc.,  are  of  the 
best.     Every  facility  for  clinical  instruction  is  provided  for  the  studenL 

This  Hospital  is  owned  by  and  under  the  control  of  the 
CoxuMBUS  Medical  College.  Clinics  of  every  character  are  given  here 
one-half  day  each  week,  besides  numerous  extra  cases  as  emergencies  arise. 

Although  it  has  been  in  operation  less  than  four  years,  yet  the  work 
performed  has  far  exceeded  that  of  many  of  the  older  hospitals  throughout 
the  country,  as  the  appended  summary  of  some  of  the  more  important 
operations  during  the  past  session  will  show.

MEDICAL  CLINICS.

Colleg-e.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

The  candidate  must  have  studied  three  years  under  the  direction  of  a 
regular  practitioner  of  medicine.  He  must  have  attended  not  less  than  two 
courses  of  lectures,  the  last  being  at  this  College.  He  must  have  attended 
one  course  of  clinical  lectures  at  the  Hospital.  He  must  have  made  one 
complete  dissection  of  the  human  body.  He  must  have  pursued  laboratory 
courses  in  Chemistry  and  Pathology.  He  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examin- 
ation in  each  of  the  following  branches,  viz  :  Chemistry,  Anatomy,  Physiol- 
ogy, Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  Gynecology,  Surgery 
and  Practice  of  Medicine.  He  must  write  and  defend  a  thesis  upon  some 
subject  relating  to  medicine  or  surgery.  He  must  be  twenty-one  years  of 
age,  and  exhibit  testimonials  of  good  moral  character  (blanks  for  which  will 
be  furnished ).     All  his  certificates  must  be  full  and  explicit.
